people, our minister, Mr. Donelson, 
was instructed by President Taylor 
"to proceed to 
Frankfort and 


there, as the diplomatic repre- 
sentative of the 
United States, 


recognize the provisional govern- 
ment of the new German 
con- 


federation, 
provided you shall 


find puch a government in success- 
ful operation." 


Donelson. wa,s informed that his 


minion to Frankfort originated 
"in the strong desire of this gov- 
ernment fo maintain a proper de- 
gree of sympathy for ;he efforts of 
tbe German pconlo to ameliorate 
their condition by tre adoption of 
a 
form 
of 
government 
which 


should secure their liberties and 
promote their happiness. 


This same interest ou the part 


of the young American republic 
was manifested for Louis Kossuth 
and his comrades in their struggle 
to f[ee Hungary from tho despotic 
power of the Hapsburgs, and when 
these revolutionists failed and fled 
to Turkey the Unit.-d States sent 
a warship to Turkey to 
fetch 


Kossuth to America, 


Unfortunately for Germany and 


the world the Prussian military 
raachJne n-as able IE 1S48 to crush 
the German hopes of self-govern- 
ment, and the Vienna government 
ptit down the Hungarian aspira- 
tions. 


But America's realisation that 


our government is safe only in a 
world made safe for democracy 
has been voiced on other occas- 
ions. Daniel Webster pleaded the 
cause of Greece in 1S24 in words 
that 
parallel the passages of 


President Wilson's war message. 
President Monroe's sympathy for 
Greece was strong, and several 
members of his Cabinet, proposed 
sending vessels of our Xavy to co- 
operate with the Greeks. 


Striking utterances of our public 


men from Washington, to Lincoln, 
quoted in this 
pamphlet, 
show- 


that our foreign policy has never 
for a moment been blind to the 
unity of interest among liberal 
self-governing peoples the world 
over and has never hesitated to 
warn European autocracy that this 
continent is not a place where 
they can breed their intrigues or 
build up hostility to democracy.
